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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: . 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 61-71 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Crowe 
(U.S. 4,941 ,530). 

Crowe discloses a heat exchanger for cooling electronic devices comprising: 

- a substantially vertical refrigerant tank (10) for boiling and vaporizing a 
refrigerant; 

- a radiator (1 8) for releasing heat of the refrigerant vaporized in the 
refrigerant tank to an external fluid; 

- a first boiling area (12) increasing means disposed within the 
refrigerant tank arranged at a lower side of the tank defining the inside 
of the tank into a plurality of vertically disposed extending passages; 

- a second boiling area (11) increasing means disposed within the 
refrigerant tank arranged at a upper side of the tank defining the inside 
of the tank into a plurality of second vertically disposed extending 
passages; 
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- wherein the second boiling area increasing means horizontally offsets 
from the first boiling area increasing means (column 6, lines 18-23); 

- the average open area of the second vertically extending passages is 
larger than an average open area of the first vertically extending 
passages; and 

- the first and second area increasing means include corrugated fins 
with openings at side surfaces (Fig. 3).
